Nicaraguan troops on the mainland of 
Nicaragua, reported at 9 o'clock this 
morning that the British fUg waa still 
bating over the public buildings of 
(Joriato, and that the port remained in 
possession of the British war ships. 


Among the Nicaraguan troops and 


populace the greatest excitement pre- 
vails and tlie feeling against Great 
iritian ii increasing in bitterness every 
lour. The Nicaraguan troops are still 
massed along tho Paso Cabello and it ia 
idieved they may opjn fire on the 
British should the latter make any at- 
,enjpt to cross from Coriuto to the 
mainland behind it. Steps have been 
taken to destroy means of commuDica- 
ion with the interior should such 
aciion be found necessary. 


The British consulate in this city re- 


mains under guard, in view of the riot- 
ng and stone throwing which have 
already occurred and in anticipation of 
'urther trouble. Some of the European 
consuls here are using their good offices 
with the government of Nicaraupua in 
an attempt to persuade the latter to 
.ubmit lo Great Britain, referring in 
upport of their arguments the fact 
ihat the United States has determined 
.0 remain neutral and that Nicaraugua 
3 helpless when opposed to such a 
lower as Great Britain. 


Although the Nicsrauguan 
forces 


opposite Corinto are in communication 
with the capital, actual telegraphic 
communication with Corinto remains 
.cterrupted and it is Ihought likely 
ihere will be no attempt to repair the 
;olegrnph lines so long as the British 
remain in possession of the port. 


In spite of reports to the contrary, 


the people of Nicaragua generally sus- 
tain the government in the stand which 
it has taken against Great Britain and 
state in all probability Nicaragua may 
eventually be compelled to pay the i«- 
domaity demanded.

that the trade of Great Britain with 
Nicaragua acd other Central American 
republics will suffer in consequence of 
the action of the British fleet at Cor- 
into.

»FH KECK WAS BROKFN. 


Headers of THE SESTIKKL are already 


familiar with the details of the finding 
of the body of Mrs. Savanah Dugan last 
Wednesday night. She was found by 
her roomer, Neuman, al her Chicago 
street home, lying upon the bed in a 
back room, apparently dead from heart 
disease. Dr Myers, who was called in, 
stated that there were very suspicious 
marks on the body and called Coroner 
Harrod'a attention to it, insisting that 
the neck was broken, although a post 
mortem could only definitely determine 
the fact, and hence no arrests were 
made at that time. 


When the brothers and sisters of the 


woman arrived Saturday afternoon to 
attend the funeral, they were cot satis- 
fied with the coroner's report. 
To 


them, as to many other persons, there 
were suspicious 
circumstances 
con- 


nected with the case 
which they 


thought should be [invf atigated and re- 
quested that the coroner should hold an 
inquestand this hecoucludod to do, sum 
moning Drs. Myers and Gard to help 
conduct the autoosy. A demand was 
made for the body but eome of the rel- 
atives made such objection that it was 
decided to hold the post mortem at 
Peltier's morgue on Sunday. 


The body was taken from the house 


despite the objections and the exam- 
ination was conducted at the morgue 
The result was startling. The woman's 
neck was found to be broken between 
the third and fourth earvical vertebra 
Bruises were also found on the loft 
cheek and right shoulder. Every Indi- 
sation pointed to the fact that the 
Toman had died a violent death, either 
'rom being strangled and thrown heav- 
ly on the floor, or from being struck 
on the lelt cheek and knocked down, 
fhs evidence points largely to the lat- 
'8r theory. 


TUB OFFICEKS ACT QUICKLY.

.iarn Nenman and Edwin Platter had 
u the meantime been sworn out charg 
ing both with intoxication. Neuman 
was really arrested on a warrant for 
drunkenness, but this w«s a ruso upon 
the part of the officers until tho prose 
cutor could have more time in drawing 
up the affidavit for murder.
